DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The use of the trademark Lexan (page 6, line 17) has been noted in this 
application. It should be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the 
generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Vrines et al. (US Patent 5,813,753). 

Re claims 1-3: Vrines et al. discloses, in figure 2 and throughout the disclosure, 
a light source comprising: a light emitting component comprised of a semiconductor 
material, whrein the component is a light emitting diode or a laser diode which emits 
light in at least on of the blue region and the UV region of the electromagnetic spectrum 
(21); at least one phosphor material (24); and at least one UV reflecting material (23). 
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Re claim 4: Vrines et al. discloses the phosphor excited by light emitted from the 
light-emitting component (column 3, lines 20+). 

Re claim 5: Vrines et al. discloses the phosphor material converting UV light into 
visible light (column 3, lines 35+). 

Re claim 6: Vrines et al. discloses the UV reflecting material reflects UV light into 
the phosphor material (column 3, lines 40+). 

Re claim 16: Vrines et al. discloses a UV reflecting material which reflects light in 
the range of about 350-400nm (column 3, lines 40+). Since the UV reflecting material 
reflects light in the blue/UV range the respective wavelengths in that range is within the 
range of 350-400nm, therefore it is an inherent property of the UV reflecting material. 

Re claim 17: Vrines et al. discloses a phosphor material that converts light 
reflected by the UV reflecting material to visible light (column 3, lines 35+). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims^-15, 18 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The best prior art of record teaches a conventional light emitting device, 
however they fail to teach or fairly suggest a UV reflecting material disposed as a layer 
adjacent to the phosphor material.
